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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's argument based on the claims as 
they have been presented in their curent fomi is not persuasive. Examiner believes that the prior art of record and the office action mailed 
on 23 September 2005 that were based on the claims 1 and 2, which the reference show certain features of applicant's invention, it is 
noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., photomask manufacturing) are not recited in the rejected claim(s) 1 and 2. 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. Also as per 
claim the rejection of the claim is clearly stated in the previous office action under the U.S.C. 103 (a) rejection.
